opening and Sidney Lazard 
of New Orleans decided to 
open w i t h one diamond 
rather than one club in the 
first round of the U.S. trials. 


George R a p e e of New 


York, s i t t i n g N o r t h , re- 
sponded one heart to check 
for major suit and no-trump 
possibilities and the bidding 
proceeded to three no-trump 
in spite of East's one-spade 
overcall. 


West studied for some time 


and finally decided to open 
his partner's suit. He led the 
10 of spades and East made 
the good play of signaling 
strength with the nine rp.ther 
than playing the ace or the 
king. 


Sidney had to win this first 


spade. Then he rattled off 
five diamond tricks. 
East 


had to make three discards. 
He didn't t h i n k he could 
afford to unguard his queen 
of hearts. He was right about 
that. He couldn't afford to 
let a spade go. Therefore he 
had to throw one heart and 
both of his clubs. 


West's three discards were 


easy. 
He got rid of three 


little clubs but did signal 
club strength by throwing 
high and then low. 


Now it was up to Sidney to 


work out a way to make 
nine tricks. He could try to 
drop the queen of hearts. He 
could try a finesse against 
West but you don't make the 
American t e a m by trying 
losing plays. 
Sidney was 


pretty sure that he could 
look right into East's mind. 
He cashed his king of hearts, 
threw East in with a spade 
and waited. 


He didn't h a v e to wait 


long. 
East took his four 


spades and conceded the last 
two tricks.

Dr. Theodore Lidz. famous 


psychiatrist, in his excellent 
new b oo k, "The Person " 
talks about it this way. ". . 
The wear and tear'of life 
add up and begin to be felt 
Hair grows gray, wrinkles 
appear, paper must be kept 
at arm's length and then 
bifocals become necessary. 
The knee injured in youth 
stiffens at times, and aches 
in bad w e a t h e r . A back 
injury may be incapaciting 
every now and then." 


I suggest that this may be 


why H. 11. waited until age 
45 to begin complaining. 


As for the cause of pro- 


trusive upper jaw and reced- 
ing chin, it's l i k e l y that 


blame should be focused on 
genetic defects rather than 
thumb-sucking, although the 
latter may have been an in- 
fluence.

chosen by the 10 head coaches. 


The powerhouse teams in the American 


Football League this year have been the 
Kansas City Chiefs, the New York Jets 
and the O a k l a n d Raiders. The Chiefs 
placed five men on both platoons I four of 
them from their awesome defensive unit): 
the Jets and Raiders had a quartet apiece. 


Just a notch behind them are the San 


Diego Chargers, who stayed in the Western 
Division race until the last 
two weeks of the season. 
The Chargers feature three 
players 
on the 
offensive 


team, with a singular hon- 
or added. T w o of the 
Chargers, flanker L a n c e 
A 1 w o r t h and 
offensive 


tackle Ron Mix. were the 
only unanimous choices by 
every head coach in the 
AFL. 


Within one vote of that 


same unanimity were center Jim Otto of 
Oakland and linebacker George Webster 
of the Houston Oilers. 


Only one rookie crashed the mythical 


lineup—Paul Robinson of Cincinnati, who 
led all running backs in the tally, followed 
closely by Hewritt Dlxon of the Raiders. 
Joe Namath, the most valuable player in 
the league, rounded out the attacking back- 
Held. 


The maturity of the AFL is evidenced by 


the presence of three league originals dat- 
ing back to the founding year of 1960—Mix, 
Otto and safety Johnny Robinson of the 
Kansas City Chiefs. 


And yet the AFL hasn't neglected an in- 


fusion of new strength since, in addition 
to Paul Robinson and Dixon, four men 
have joined the all-league roster for the 
first time. They are Jim Whalen. the un- 
heralded tight end of the Boston Patriots, 
guard Dave Herman of the New York Jets 
and his equally active teammate, defen- 


sive end Gerry Philbin, plus Willie Lanier 
of Kansas City, a surprise choice at mid- 
dle linebacker. 


Only a vole separated Lanier from Al 


Atkinson of the Jets and l)an Connors of 
Oakland (hist year's ail-Aft choice) at 
the middle linebacking post. The samp 
narrow margin pertained In several other 
positions: George Sattcr over Jet team- 
mate Don Maynard at split end; Whalen 
over Jncqiic iVlcKlnnon of San Diego and 
Hilly Cannon of Oakland at tight end; 
Houston Antwine of Boston over Dan Bird- 
well of the Haiders and Paul Costa of Den- 
ver at defensive tackle; San Diego's Ken- 
ny Graham losing out to Johnny Robinson 
and Oakland's Dave Grayson in a three- 
way race for the safcf.y posts; and, finally, 
guards Herman and Wall Sweeney of San 
Diego nosc-and-nose victors over Gene 
Upshaw of Oakland and Kd Buddc of Kan- 
sas City. 


The repeaters from last year's AH-AFL 


team were Alworth, Mix. "Sweeney, Otto 
and Namath or, the offensive unit; end Ron 
McDole, the lone Buffalo representative, 
tackle Buck Buchanan of Kansas City. 
Webster, corner back Miller Farr and 
Johnny Robinson of the defensive platoon. 


A couple of former all-league choices 


made strong comebacks this year to re- 
claim their positions—Bobby Bell of Kan- 
sas City as an outside linebacker and Wil- 
lie Brown of Oakland as a corner back. 


The only AKL clubs not represented on 


the first club arc Miami and Denver, 
though the Dolphins had a pair (quarter- 
back Bob Griese and defensive back Jim- 
my Warren) and Denver chipped in with 
defensive tackle Costa on the second team. 


And if you think the AFL, in its ninth 


year of existence, doesn't have a nucleus 
of talent strength, check the ages. They 
range from fledgling Paul Robinson at 23 
to the three old-timers—Mix, Otto and 
Johnny Robinson—at a still spry 30. And 
if you" want more convincing, check the 
sizes—from the 185 pounds of fabulous Al- 
worth, the premier pass catcher in the 
game, to the 287 pounds of Buck Buchanan.

Paul, a t h o u s a n d 
yards!" 


Ten feet away, a teammate turns while 


buttoning his 'shirt. "That's my man, 
Straight Runner." he says. "Go get 'em, 
Straight." 


Robinson's naturally sleepy-looking eyes 


open wider now and his large m o u t h 
breaks into a big ole country boy-type 
grin. "Yeah," he says, letting it slide out. 
"Yeah." 


That's Paul Robinson. Yeah, The Cin- 


cinnati Bengals' rookie halfback. 
The 


American Football League's Rookie of the 
Year, by a mile. 


Of the 10 AFL head coaches polled by 


NEA, one voted for Miami's Jim Kiick. 
Another voted for Kansas City back Rob- 
ert Holmes. Still another tabbed Oakland 
cornerback George Atkinson as the sea- 
son's top first-year performer. 


Seven liked Robinson Seven of 10. Paul 


H. Robinson, the fellow who took up foot- 
ball as "something to do" in order to qual- 
ify for an athletic scholarship in his fifth 
year of college at the University of Ari- 
zona 


For two years at Eastern Arizona Jun- 


ior College and for two more at Tucson. 
Robinson was a trackman, setting a school 
record in the intermediate hurdles—a feat 
he still likes to talk about. 


The fourth year passed, however, and 


Robinson still did not have a degree in 
physical education. With his track eligi- 
bility completed, some means of financing 
a fifth year had to be devised. So Paul 
Robinson tried football—a sport he had not 
played since high school. "I decided to 
give it a shot," he said. 


A shot is what Robinson was. Breaking 


into Arizona Coach Darrell Murda's start- 
ing lineup, he made Wildcat fans wonder 
what they had been missing for four years. 
He impressed everyone, including the Cin- 
cinnati Bengals, who made him their No. 
3 draft choice. 


"Actually," says Robinson, "just play- 


ing one year of college ball might have 
been a big break for me. 1 didn't have any- 
certain system drilled into me, so when 
pro ball came along all 1 had to do was 
learn their system. I didn't have to un- 
learn anything." 


Robinson learned well. His official rush- 


ing total was 1,023 yards In 238 carries.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


assumption of dictatorial pow- 
ers by the military-backed re- 
gime of Brazilian President Ar- 
thur Da Costa e Silva has put 
the United States face to face 
with one of its' touchiest Latin 
American cproblems in recent 


; years. 


Although 
Brazil's 
govern- 


ments in recent years have been 
military-oriented, 
Washington 


;felt that they were sufficiently 


;: progressive to deserve the near- 
ly $1.4 billion In loans and 
grants provided by the United 
.States since 1961. 


But last week's power grab, 


the result of military displeas- 
ute over the results of/a,Brazil- 
ian congressional vote, is con- 
sidered by. the United States as 
more serious than previous Bra- 
zilian government turnovers. 
. Besides the concern over the 
move to the right, U.S. officials 
say they are also disturbed be- 
cause the Brazilian generals 
acted with no apparent thought 
about relations with Washing- 
ton. 


One part of the dilemma now 


facing U. S. officials is that they 
don't want to take any action 
that would rebound by a severe 
anti-American reaction in Bra- 
zil. 


Such American action could 


result In the withdrawal or ex- 
clusion of Brazil from the Alli- 
ance for Progress. W i t h o u t 
Brazil, the largest and most 
populous country in Latin Amer- 
ica, the Alliance would virtually 
cease to exist as an important 
force for social progress. 


But these officials say that In 


the long run the United States 
has little choice but to disap- 
prove of a dictatorial regime 
whose principles are completely 
opposed to those set forth In the 
Alliance for Progress charter. 


"You can't expect to exclude 


Brazil from any program for 
Latin America and expect the 
program to have any universali- 
ty," one american official said, 


There are four options open to 


the U,S, in Its dealing with Bra- 
zil as officials here see it: 


—Devise a way to maintain 


economic assistance programs 
with Brazil without giving the 
impression of supporting the 
government, 


—Try to work around the gov- 


ernment, continuing u,s, aid* 
to-people 
type programs by 


working through other, unoffi- 
cial sources, 


—Change the objectives of the 


aid program, concentrating only 
on economic development to the 
exclusion of social development, 
« Terminate our Brazilian aid 


program ajl together.

the transition period going on in 
the United States government,

they said is a steady stream on 
murder, rape, mayhem and sad- 
ism in TV entertainment pro- 
grams. 


"Your reply Is totally inade- 


quate," Rep. Hale Boggs, D-La., 
told President Leonard" H. Qol- 
denson of American Broadcast- 
ing Companies Inc., who said 
his network is trying to reduce 
the number of violent programs. 


"There has been no change at 
all," Boggs said, citing figures 
showing numerous incidents of 
violence in almost every hour of 
television programming. 


Goldenson said ABC is plan- 


ning to switch from some of Sat- 
urday morning's adventure car- 
toons for children to comedy 
shows, 
; 


Goldenson said ABC has been 


working to cut down on gory TV 
shows because the public has 
become oversensitive to vio- 
lence sinceethe assassinations of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and 
Sen. Robert FMKennedy. 


The testimony was before the 


National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Vio- 
lence in a series of hearings on 
the impact of mass media por- 
trayals of violence on the pub- 
lic, 


Boggs, a commission member 
said youngsters, including his 
own grandchildren, are exposed 
to a steady diet of violence, 
aggression and sadism on tele- 
vision, 


Commission member Waiter 


W, Wenninger, a psychiatrist, 
saw TV networks should study 
the effect of the programs OB 
the public, much as. drug com- 
panies are obligated to know the 
impact of their products,
